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PREFATORY  NOTE 

The  Fitzwilliam  Museum  was  built  from  the  proceeds  of  .£100,000 
bequeathed  in  1816  by  Richard  Viscount  Fitzwilliam,  to  receive  his  large 
and  very  valuable  collection  of  pictures,  engravings,  manuscripts  and  printed 
books.  The  first  stone  was  laid  in  1837,  the  architect  being  George  Basevi, 
who  died  in  1845  from  a  fall  in  Ely  Cathedral.  Charles  Robert  Cockerell 
carried  on  the  building  for  two  more  years,  and  finished  all  but  the 
entrance-hall.  This  was  completed  between  the  years  1870  and  1875 
under  the  direction  of  Edward  M.  Barry.  The  total  cost  was  about 
j£i  15,000. 

The  oil-paintings  in  the  original  bequest  numbered  144,  and  included 
the  magnificent  Rembrandt,  the  Titian,  and  Palma  Vecchio's  Venus  and 
Cupid.  To  these  were  added,  before  the  building  was  begun,  248  pictures, 
chiefly  of  the  Dutch  and  Flemish  schools,  which  were  bequeathed  in  1834 
by  Daniel  Mesman.  Since  that  date  donations  and  bequests  have  been 
very  numerous.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  25  water-colours  by 
Turner,  presented  by  Ruskin  in  1861,  the  very  fine  Hobbema  and  Ruisdael 
landscapes  given  by  A.  A.  Van  Sittart  in  1862,  the  seven  oil  sketches  by 
Rubens  and  the  beautiful  Virgin  and  Child  by  'the  Master  of  the  Death 
of  Mary,'  bequeathed  by  the  Rev.  E.  Kerrich  in  1873,  the  Frans  Hals 
given  by  Mr.  Joseph  Prior  in  1879,  and  the  recent  splendid  gifts  of  an 
anonymous  benefactor  to  whom  the  University  is  indebted  for  characteristic 
works  of  Hogarth,  Reynolds,  Gainsborough.  Romney,  Rossetti,  Burne- 
Jones,  Daubigny  and  many  another  master,  most  of  whom  were  previously 
unrepresented  in  the  Galleries  A  few  pictures  have  been  bought,  but  the 
resources  of  the  Museum  are  totally  inadequate  for  competition  in  the 
sale  rooms,  and  for  the  filling  of  the  many  notable  gaps  that  still 
remain  in  the  collection  it  is  necessary  to  rely  on  the  generosity  of 
friends. 

This  illustrated  catalogue,  in  which  the  descriptions  are  abridged 
from  those  in  the  unillu&trated  catalogue  sold  at  the  Museum,  includes  no 
accession  received  after  June  1912.  As  it  goes  to  press,  the  announcement 
is  made  of  a  bequest  by  Charles  Brinsley  Marlay  of  Trinity  College  (d.  June 
18,  1912),  which  is  only  second  in  munificence  to  that  of  the  founder.  This 
will  involve  an  extensive  addition  to  the  building,  for  which  the  testator  has 
made  provision.
